History of the House 


SMITH, KIVITS, WILSON HOME 
1124 South Center Street 
Terre Haute, Indiana

A three-story Farrington Grove residence, built in 1906 and 
admired for its expansive porch and adjoining portico which once 
sheltered one of Terre Haute's first electric cars, has been selected 
as the 1987 Designers Show House. 

Like many homes built shortly after the turn-of-the-century, the 
Smith, Kivits, Wilson house defies listing as any certain architectural 
style. Most of the architectural elements are Colonial Revival, but 
there are other design influences. 

When the home was built in 1906, the country was experiencing 
a wave of patriotic fever for a national style. Architects were also 
reacting to the Victorian love of excess in their buildings. The interest 
in the country's origins and the structures of its past had been sparked 
by the 1876 Centennial celebration and fanned by the Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago in 1893. The lines of homes became far more 
simple and designers borrowed freely from the Georgian, Federal and 
Dutch architectural styles of the past. 

The Colonial Revival aspects of the home may be seen in the 
quoined windows, the broken pediment over the front porch stairs, 
the use of a fan window over the door and the two side lights (windows) 
on each side of the door. The massing of the home itself is very 
symmetrical, another indication of the Colonial Revival style. 

The roof line is Dutch Colonial, which was a blending of Georgian, 
Dutch farm houses, and New England barns. The home has a gambrel 
roof, which allowed builders larger attic space without having to add 
another floor. 

The front porch reflects other influences; that of the Craftsman 
movement, and a touch of the Prairie Style exposed by Frank Lloyd 
Wright. The porch hugs the ground and sweeps around the house with 
a low pitched roof and massive square piers of brick capped with 
carved stone capitals which divide the porch into masses of open airey 
space. The north end of the porch, under the porte cochere, has a 
high stone step. Of the wrong height for a person stepping up, it was 
designed to help those entering a horseless carriage. 

The sidelights of the front door are of leaded glass, in a simple 
pattern. A true colonial home would have had small panes of glass. 
The leaded clear glass is more indicative of the Arts and Crafts 
movement. 


The interior of the home also reflects the period's vogue of 
simplicity and openness. The rooms are large and lightfilled with 
molding far simpler than those of their Victorian predecessors. Each 
room is designed to meet specific needs of family living rather than 
those imposed by the conventions of society, like the formal parlor 
plus family parlors of the earlier Victorian homes. 

The Smith, Kivits, Wilson home is a home designed for living. 
It met the criteria of a home reflecting the simplicity of the past while 
surrounding the family with the comforts of the present. It does so 
to this day. 

Inside, the home's grand staircase is enhanced by a six foot stained 
glass window. Although not the original, the new window offers subtle 
hues of pink, blue, and green that harmonize with the new decor. 

To the right of the entryway is a thirty foot living room featuring 
a mahogany and marble fireplace with a six foot high mantle. French 
doors to the east of the room lead to a sunken solarium that at one 
time was an outside sleeping porch. 

The second floor holds five bedrooms, including a former maids' 
quarters that offers a private porch. All the bedrooms spoke from 
a central walkway which is encased on three sides by a banister and 
spindles. A small hallway and built-in wardrobes separate the two west- 
end bedrooms. The rooms feature oak woodwork which has been left 
in its natural finish since the home was constructed. 

The third floor was originally a ballroom. Young children 
of the home's previous owners celebrated birthdays here, while 
their older siblings entertained with teen dances. During the Kivits' 
stay, some twenty-eight children lived in the Farrington Grove 
neighborhood —many of whom no doubt enjoyed the immense play 
area found here. A former storage room has been converted to a guest 
room. 

The home's basement housed both a fruit cellar and wine cellar 
in its earlier days. 

A cement and brick wall encloses a lovely backyard. A large 
goldfish pond—complete with waterfall—lies to the south. It remains, 
as it did in the early 1900's, a focal point of the grounds that has been 
improved with new flower gardens and flowering trees. 

The house was built for John Lawrence Smith who was vice- 
president of the Highland Iron and Steel Company. The Smith's had 
one son, Kemper. They resided in the home for three years, moving 
to California in 1912. 

That year, Albert Frances Kivits and his wife, Edithel Hardy Kivits, 
purchased the southside home. Albert, a native Terre Hautean, was 
engaged in a perishable wholesale food business here with his brother, 
William, from 1906-1949. Kivits Brothers was located on North Third 
Street and was the second oldest produce commission house in the 


State of Indiana. 
Later, the brothers associated with Finer Foods Packing Corp. 


and R.V.B. Corporation. Albert was an active member of the Elks 
Lodge, Knights of Columbus and a member of the Board of Directors 
of Terre Haute First National Bank. 

Edithel was born in Mattoon, Illinois, in 1892 and moved to Terre 
Haute with her family at age 3. She served as chairman of various 
committees of the Women's Department Club and was also a member 
of the Fresh Air Mission and the local S.A.I. Music Sorority. 

They raised two daughters. Jane, their eldest, was married in the 
home in 1936 with the reception held on the white awning-encased 
front porch. 

Shortly after Albert's death in 1950, Mrs. Kivits sold the home 
to Dr. Fred Wilson and Mrs. Ruth Fuschs Wilson. А practicing 
cardiologist for 52 years, Dr. Wilson attended both undergraduate 
and medical school at Indiana University. Ruth was a registed nurse 
and worked in the surgery unit of St. Anthony's Hospital until its 
closing. They raised two daughters and one son. 

Because of Dr. Wilson's failing health, the couple sold the home 
in 1981 to Jerry Lewis, a local contractor. 

The home was again sold in 1986 to its current owners, attorney 
James Bopp, Jr. and his wife, Christine Stanton Bopp. They reside 
there with their three young daughters.

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History of the Conley House 
2117 North 10th Street 


A three story Collett Park residence built in 1901 is one of two homes 
selected for the 1989 Designers Show House. The house was the focus of 
the following article printed in the Terre Haute Gazette, December 14, 1901. 


In the professors' row which is north Ninth and Tenth Street near Collette 
Park, one handsome new residence has been built which wonderfully 
improves the whole neighborhood. Prof. John B. Peddle, of Rose Polytechnic 
Institute has built this year an old style house which is nearly perfect as 
any house ever was. The credit for designing the house belongs to Mr. 
Herbert A. Foltz, a graduate of Rose, now living in Indianapolis. Mr. Foltz 
drew his plans to make the house resemble those in which our grandfathers 
and great-grandmothers lived. It is colonial and old English from a to z, 
from the basement to the roof. The house has been painted brown and 
yellow and the roof is tinted green. Martin, the local contractor, built the 


house. It has not long been finished and Mr. Peddle moved in soon after 
the institute opened. 


On the first floor are four rooms and a large hall, extending the length 
of the house. The hall opens to the front porch and directly to the rear 
by old Dutch doors, the upper half of which swings open, independent of 
the other half. North of the hall are the parlor and library, south are the 
dining room and kitchen. In the first named two rooms there are ancient 
fireplaces of pressed brick, very low and fitted with fire-dogs. The dining 
room extends to the front and is larger than the other rooms. The kitchen 
is just off the dining room and adjoining to the rear is a latticed porch. 
The hall and four bedrooms on the second floor correspond with the rooms 
below except for the fact that they are smaller and allow for a bathroom. 


The trimming throughout the house is all white with the exception of 
the library which is in mahogany, and the hall which is in white and 
mahogany. The walls throughout are tinted blue except the library. Here 
an olive green makes a pretty contrast with mahogony wood. The house 
is heated with a hot water furnace and has both gas and electric lights. 
In the front rooms upstairs there are old English hanging windows which 
afford narrow window seats on the interior and relieve the monotony of 
the outside. The lower floors are hard wood and the second pine for carpets.

The Collett Park home of Charles and Martha Toth is one of two homes 
selected for the 1989 Designers Show House. 


In 1892, Marlverd A. Howe purchased the two lots the house is built on 
from Josephine Collett for $800.00. Mr. Howe then built the two-story home 
that same year at a cost of $2,800. 


Madeline Howard was the next owner and sold it to Clarence & Ella 
Reynolds who changed the single family dwelling to five apartments. After 
this conversion was completed, she continued to live on the lower level 
of the home. 


David Crowden acquired the property in September 1975, and retained 
it as an apartment house. А devestating fire, resulting from unsafe wiring, 
occurred in January 1977. The family room floor was completely bumed 
exposing the basement below. Also broken during the fire were three leaded 
stained glass windows above the stairway. 


The house stood vacant and open until August 1977 when it was 
purchased by Charles and Martha Toth. The downstairs ceilings, damaged 
both from age and water damage by the fire, were all replaced. Exterior 
changes include new siding, roof, and replacement of the back porch. A 
new garage was recently built to replace the 5-саг garage destroyed by the 
fire. 


The first level of the Toth home begins with a large entry foyer boasting 
one of the homes six wood burning fireplaces. Three other fireplaces on 
the first floor are located in the family room, dining room, and living room. 
Bay windows complement the design of both the dining room and living 
room. Areas on the first floor also include the kitchen, half bath, and utility 
room. Branching off of the large upstair foyer are the master bedroom with 
dressing area and full bath, two childrens rooms, a full bathroom and a 
study area for Mrs. Toth. The master bedroom and one of the boys room 
feature the two remaining fireplaces. A stairway leading to the attic has been 
removed and the attic is used for storage only. Runners remaining from 
the stairway are still visible. 


The Toths and their two sons, who attend Quabache Elementary School, 
have graciously let their home be used for the 1989 Designers Show House 
project.

Proceeds to Benefit Newborn Nursery 
and Newbom Intensive Care Unit 


All funds raised from the 1989 Desingers Show House will go toward 
equipment for the Nursery and Newborn Intensive Care Unit at Union 
Hospital. These equipment needs include: 


APNEA MONITORS: These machines, when attached to a baby, alert the care 
giver if there is too long a time period between breaths. Some ill or very 
small newborns are at a higher than average risk for apnea, or lack of 
breathing. 


JAUNDICE METERS: These machines provide a way to test for the amount 
of bilirubin present in the baby's skin. The reading reflects a blood level 
without actually having to remove any blood from the baby. 


NEONATAL MONITORS: These machines provide a graphic display and a 
digital readout of the baby's heart and respiratory rate. This information 
helps care providers know how well babies are doing without disturbing 
them. 


PULSE OXIMETERS: This is a non-invasive method of monitoring how much 
oxygen is present in a baby's blood. It also tells the heart rate and how 
much oxygen is being breathed in by a baby attached to the oximeter. 


RADIANT WARMERS: These provide overhead warmth to newborn babies. 
Warmers have glass sides and their height is designed so that physicians 
and nurses are able to easily observe and work babies using the warmers. 
It is very important that newborn or sick babies be kept warm enough so 
that the energy they need to recover from birth or illness will not be wasted 
trying to get warm.
